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POWER AND PHACTICA1. KKSULTS. 


Daring tbe first eeeeion of tbe Ne- 


vada Stale legislature, Hun. D. W. 
Wilty, a Senator from Lander county, 
made use of tbe expression, "What are 
principles without power to carry them 
oat?" Tbe aphorism, although tbe 
•object of a good deal of derision by 
his legislative associates and the press, 
was not altogether devoid of practical 
meaning. It certainly takes powei'to 
effect results, either good or bad. For 
instance, the middle-of-the-road Popu- 
lists declare tbat they will not surren- 
der a single principle for the sake of 
letting into power. In tbis they seem 
to fofget the somewhat important fact 
tbat it is impossible to effect anything 
in tbe way of reform without getting 
into power. If political reform meant 
nothing more than an academic dis- 
cussion of abstract principles, the 
middle-of-the-roaders might be justi- 
fied in mounting a lofty pedestal and 
refusing to come down a single step. 
Bat the straggle in wbio*h we are now 
engaged involves tbe happiness, pros- 
perity and even the industrial freedom 
of the American people. 


In the mida* of "MoKlnley's pros- 


perity" millions are in distress because 
of m monetary eyitem which is robbing 
toe debtor and the producer for the 
benefit of the money lender and tbe 
aon-produoer. The Democrats, Silver 
Republicans and four-fifths of tbe 
Populists have joined hands to give 
them relief along the lines of monetary 
reform. The middle-of-the-roader pro- 
poses to favor tbie reform, but says it 
does not go far enough. He wants 
some other little things and unless the 
allied forces accept the whole of bis 
creed, he insists npon playing a lone 
and hopeless hand. His position is 
like that of a hungry man who refuses 
to eat roast beef and all other sab- 
sUntials for a "square meal" because 
there is no mustard on the table. This 
is not only unwise, but childish. He 
is not asked to surrender his convic- 
tions upon any question of principle. 
He is only asked to remember that 
civilization was not born in a day, but 
tbat it is the outgrowth of ages, and 
that political reform will go on as long 
as civilization advances. Reforms are 
made step by step. Tbis middle-of- 
the-road faction ia tbe only obstrnction 
to the complete nnity of the silver 
forces of the nation. We make no at- 
tack npon their honesty, but do charge 
them with lack of wisdom and judg- 
ment aod are certain that they are nol 
traveling in the middle of the road 
which leads to monetary reform. They 
are traveling in a circle which begins 
nowhere and leads to nowhere. Let 
them join hands with the allied forces 
and help to do at leeat one of the 
things tbat they want done. Let them 
adopt common sense and do a little 
practical politics.

Dr. H. R Lemen of Alton, His., says 
1 often meet people who have such a 
wholesome fear of appendicitis that they 
do not eat grapes, tomatoes, figs or 
raits containing little seeds because of 
a fear that these seeds will lodge in the 
ippendix and cause appendicitis. 


"Whenever I hear a person say he 


lenies himself fruits because of this 
ear I take occasion to assure him that 
t is useless to take any such precau- 
tions. If you like fruit, eat it, for up- 
•endicitis, seven in ten instances, is 
tae to other things than seeds. Little 
•articles of food of any kind can lodge 
n the appendix and produce appendi- 
citis, even a bread crumb being capable 


it. In addition, a great many cases 


are caused by something entirely out- 
side the appendix, something causing 
lie inflammation. 


"To all I would say, 'Go ahead and 


eat anything you like, for all precau- 
ions you may take are not going to 
save yon from appendicitis, if yon are 
going to have it.' The inexplicable 
things to which the majority of cases 
are attributable cannot be guarded 
against, and it is useless to fight tbe 
minority."

pitifully for a mouthful of snow and 
when opportunity offered would steal 
unobserved to the doorway and gnj^ 
down huge handfula At last, seeing 
death was inevitable, his companions 
allowed him the snow, hoping to pro- 
long his life.

There are some spots on the Copper

The narrator had a close call himself

Whether it was the food or the 
snow I don't know, but during the 
week we waited for a chance to get oul 
we had an ever increasing thirst, until, 
when we were finally able to strike the 
trail, we were consuming snow at 
frightful rate. When we reached our 
companions, we attempted to assuage 
our thirst with water, but it did no 
good. We had acquired a taste for the 
frozen water, and it seemed to have In- 
vigorating qualities. At night we could 
not Bleep unless we took our snow. 


"We were fast approaching the de- 


generate stage when I reached a realiz- 
ing sense of our condition and under 
took to break oft. I began by degrees 
and worked down, but up to the verj 
moment I left the country the sight o 
the snow always raised in me an inor 
dinate craving. It cost me many sleep- 
less nights and weary days to restrain 
myself. Had I given way to the habi 
I would, like many another poor fellow 
have lost all ambition and filled an on 
known grave in that frozen wilderness.'

One serious and at the same time un- 


suspected source of fog in photography 
is often due to the fact that the black' 
Ing has slightly worn off the lens 
mount and there is a reflection which 
results in a loss of brilliancy in the 
negative. 
Constant use and endless 


cleaning of the lens In time wear the 
blacking off, and this should be attend- 
ed to and all metal parts kept well 
blacked. Where lenses are mounted in 
aluminium still more care u necessary 
in this respect, as, wherever in such 
cases the blacking wears off, white light 
instead of yellow light is reflected into 
the lens. 


Sometimes diaphragms of the iris 


pattern are greatly at fault in this re- 
spect By reason of its construction the 
leaves or vanes in this diaphragm are in 
constant friction while being set, anc 
thus become polished and reflective, foi 
which reason some photographers avoid 
having iris diaphragms in their lenses, 
notwithstanding their convenience. A 
oareful examination of the apparatus 
will insure safety in this matter. Stops 
of the ordinary pattern become in time 
litt!<i better than baro metal, especially 
at the edges of the. aperture.
